W A SHINGTON (VV) — Secretary 
of Treasury Robert B. A nderson 
today sent Congress a request for 
a tem porary increase of five bil­ 
lion dollars in the public debt lim ­ 
it.

day, said the present limit is “ too 
restrictive in view of rising d e ­ 
fense ex p e n d itu res and of the need 
for m ore flexibility to perm it ef­ 
ficient and economical debt m a n ­ 
agem e nt.”
